generally from Tarvisio to Gor- 
izia, then over to a few miles 
east of Trieste and down to the 
coast just south of Capodistria.

Boarding parties for the first 
time got close enough today to 
the target ships in Bikini lagoon 


Monday’s blast. 
Crews with scientific equipment 
moved cautiously among the 
stricken ships today to measure 
the damage. 

The guinea pig fleet appeared 
in much better shape from a dis- 
tance than from close up. Every 
passing hour brought new evi- 
dence of the magnitude of the 
destruction. 

The battleship Nevada, in the 
heart of the target fleet, was 
boarded today. Goats and sheep 
were found alive, but sick. The 
mice under the Nevada's stern tur- 
ret were all dead. All animals on 
the battleship Pennsylvania ap- 
parently survived, but on the 
cruiser Salt Lake City only five 
of the 20 animals aboard were 
alive, indicating a certain spotiness 
in the spread of the force of the 
bomb. 

Bikini island appeared to be 
virtually untouched. Palm trees 
were not singed. .

They will do the same thing 
with radioactive soft drinks, 
candy bars and other rations, it 
was disclosed today by Capt.

For years seed experts have 
been changing the characteristics 
of grains by means of X-rays. 
The Department of Agriculture 
has supplied packages of seeds 
for exposure on the ships and will 
study them afterward, The de- 
partment supplied also seeds in- 
fested with grain insects to see 
if they would survive the tests.

Retail prices of beef and pork 
in many St. Louis markets today 
increased 20 per cent, although 
cattle and hog receipts at local 
stockyards were considerably 
higher than for previous days. 
Producers, who held back until 


Congress decided on the death of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
apparently are releasing’ their 
stock for market. 

Few retail outlets had pork or 
beef in their refrigerators today. 
They remained scarce items be- 
cause the larger packing houses 
bid up to the old OPA ceilings 
for the livestock, but order buyers 
for eastern packers out-bid them. 

Order buyers and small city 
butchers, with immediate retail 
outlets, paid $16.50 per hundred- 
weight for hogs, Ceiling price 
was $14.80. 

This price was under yester- 
day’s top of $18 per hundred- 
weight. The reduction was caused, 
spokesmen said, because of the 
large number of hogs on the mar- 
ket. A total of 12,000 were re- 
ceived today as compared with 
1950 yesterday, 1600 a week ago 
and 7000 a year ago. 

Beef Up 10 Cents a Pound. 

Retail prices of beef, packers 

id, ed 10 cents a pound. 

oice steers sold today for $19 
per hundredweight, as compared 
with $18 yesterday and the old 
ceiling of $17.80. One load of 
choice yearlings brought $20 per 
hundredweight. Cattle receipts to- 
day were 3000 head; yesterday re- 
ceipts were 1500; a week ago, 2000, 
and a year ago, 3100. 

Spring lambs brought from $16 
to $18 hundredweight today, hold- 
ing even with yesterday’s advance 
of about $1 over last week's 
prices. Receipts were 2500, as 
compared to yesterday’s 1800, but 
remained below receipts of a year 
ago. 

Packers said the increases in 
beef and pork prices were caused 
by the removal of Government 
subsidies. The amount of the sub- 
sidies, which varied for different 
kinds of livestock, are now being 
paid “out of the packers’ pockets” 
to the farmers. This amount is 
passed on.to the retailer and from 
him to the consumer. 

Numerous complaints Were re- 
ceived at the OPA office of meat 
price increases. At the A. Moll 
Grocery Co., 5659 Delmar boule- 
vard, choice porterhouse steaks, 
which were 52 cents a pound un- 
der the OPA, sold for $1 a 


pound. Sirloin steaks were 384 


| cents a pound as compared with 


42 cents under price ceilings.

Retailers of Nation Promise to Hold Line—

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP) — 
The nation’s consumers drifted 
somewhat helplessly for a second 
‘day in a sea of confusion and 
‘uncertainty without an OPA at 
‘the helm. 


On the rent horizon loomed omi- 
nous clouds, but there were good 
prospects for riding out or steer- 
ing away from the gale, should 
it develop. 


The retail business world was 
generally united in promising to 
“hold the line” against price in- 
creases until Congress could de- 
cide whether to resurrect the 
OPA or leave it buried. 

It was reported that landlords 
had increased rents as much as 
400 per cent at several apartment 
houses in Minneapolis, while 100 
|per cent boosts were not uncom- 


' 


mon in other cities. There were 
a few cases in which rents actual- 
ly were cut, 

In contrast to generally steady 
food prices, meat was climbing 
in the West and Midwest. The 
Western States Meat Packers As- 
sociation, claiming 90 per cent of 
the business done by independents 
in nine midwestern states, in- 
creased prices 20 and 30 per cent. 

A flood of cattle and hog ship- 
ments swamped the markets to- 
day in answer to yesterday’s up- 
surge in prices and in Chicago 
cattle scored a record high of 
$22.50—exceeding the OPA ceiling

COMMODITY PRICE INDEX UP 
7,7 POINTS ON FIRST DAY

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP). 
HE Labor Department’s 
spot market price index for 
basic commodities increased 

spectacularly yesterday in a 

spurt brought on by expiration 

of price controls, 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics said its index rose to 206, 
a jump of 7.7 points. This 
compared with an increase of 
2 last week. At 206, the in- 
dex was 97.5 per cent higher 
than it was Sept. 1, 1939. 

The figures are based on re- 
ports from primary markets 
on 28 basic commodities. 

Domestic agricultural prod- 
ucts increased their index fig- 
ure to, 285.3. or more than 28 
points over the 256.5 index fig- 
ure for June 28, the last trad- 
ing day before OPA expired. 

The commodity price. rise 
was led by a $2.50 increase for 
steers and a $2.80 increase for 
hogs. Wheat jumped 22 cents 
a bushel to $2.09 at Kansas 
City, and a nickel a bushel to 
$1.935 at Minneapolis.

SNYDER PREDICTS 
TAX BOOST UNLESS 
UPA IS REVIVED 


Treasury Head Says Bal- 
ancing of Budget Will 
Be Tough Sledding— 


Plans Based on Prices.

WASHINGTON, July 2—At his) 
first press conference as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, John W. 
Snyder of St. Louis warned to- 
day that if the OPA law is not 
revived, taxes will have to be 
raised next year. 

“Taxes must follow prices,” he 
asserted. 

If price control is re-established 
and the threatened inflation 
halted, he said, the Treasury will 
continue its present policies. 
There will be no new tax legisia- 
tion during the present calendar 
year, he stated, but the Treasury 
is making its studies for 1947. 

Asked if higher prices would 
necessitate increases in personal] 
as well as corporation taxes, he 
replied that higher taxes in all 
categories would have to be con- 
sidered, 

When the former St. Louis 
banker was sworn in as Secre- 
tary, he said it was the Govern- 
ment’s responsibility “to achieve a 
balanced budget—or better—for 
1947.” Today, however, he said 
that the balancing of the current 
budget would be “tough sledding 
but we’re going to try to make it.” 

The press conference was called 
to give Snyder an opportunity to 
report on the Treasury's opera- 
tions for the fiscal year which 
ended Sunday night.

TRUMAN EXPRESSES REGRET 
_ AT SITUATION IN PALESTINE 


Hopes Jewish Leaders Will Be Released — 
Says U.S. Will Finance Immigration to 
Palestine, Provide Transportation. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
President Truman expressed hope 
today that the leaders of the Jew- 
ish community in Palestine will 
“goon be released” and that the 
situation there “will soon return 
to normal.” 

The President also told a Jew- 
ish delegation that the arrest of 
alleged Jewish terrorists would 
not affect, his determination to 
avoid delay\“in pushing forward 
with a poley of transferring 100,- 
000 Jewish immigrants to Pales- 
tine with all dispatch.” 

A White House statement, re- 
leased after the conference, assert- 
ed that “the President indicated 
that the Government of the Unit- 
ed States was prepared to assume 
technical and financial responsi- 
bility for the transportation of 
these immigrants from Europe to 
Palestine.” 

The President, the statement 


said, “expressed his regrets at 
these developments in Palestine,” 
and informed the representatives 
of the Jewish Agency in Pales- 
tine that the United States “had 
not been consulted on these meas- 
ures prior to their adoption by 
the British Government.” 

Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson said, meanwhile, that 
deputies of President Truman's 
special cabinet committee on Pal- 
estine probably will advance their 
departure timie for London, They 
are due to confer there with the 
British Government on how to put 
100,000 Jews into the Holy Land 
as soon as possible.

KATYN MASSACRE 
VERDICT FRAMED. 
BULGARIAN SAYS 


Witness Drafted on ‘In- 
ternational’ Board 
Forced to Sign Paper 


Exonerating Germans. 


By TOM REEDY 

NUERNBERG, July 2 (AP)— 
A Bulgarian member of the so- 
called international commission 
picked by Germany to investigate 
the Katyn forest massacre testified 
today that he and his fellows had 
been compelled to sign a report 
exonerating Hitler’s armed forces. 

The *Bulgarian expert, M. A. 
Markov, told the war crimes tri- 


bunal the Germans used sharp 
psychology to obtain the signa- 
tures of legal and medical experts 
to documents they never had a 
chance to read, much less to write 
themselves. 

The witness was called by the 
Russians in an effort to establish 
before the world that German 
and not Soviet armies killed 11,- 
000 Polish officers near Smolensk. 
He told this story: 

He was “drafted” from the Uni- 
versity at Sofia to serve with 
members from other § satellite 
countries and all were flown to 
Katyn April 29, 1943. They were 
allowed to examine only eight 
bodies in two days and then re- 
boarded planes for Berlin. 

En route to Berlin, the convoy 
planes halted at a lonely airport. 
There, in the presence of an un- 
usual number of German military 
personnel, the commission was 
handed copies of the “findings.” 
The document said these scientists 
had decided the bodies of the 
Poles had lain in their mass grave 
three years—thus having been 
buried many months before the 
Germans reached the area. 

All members signed. Markov 
said he was afraid to do other- 
wise, “in spite of my opinion that 
the date of the deaths must have 
been incorrect.” 

Prof Viktor Ilyich Prozorovsk, 
legal medical expert of the Soviet 
Health Ministry, testified he had 
personally exhumed some 5000 
bodies from various mass graves 
in Russia and that the bullets 
which killed the Poles at Katyn 
were German, 

He contradicted German testi- 
mony regarding the dates of docu- 
ments found in the pockets of the 
victims and said that the latest 
dates were in the summer of 1941, 
about the time the Germans 
reached Smolensk. The Germans 
contended that the latest dates 
were in the summer of 1940, at a 
time when the Russians still held 
the area.

Besides suffering sheared masts 
and buckled = superstructures, 
many of the ships more distant 
from the center of the concussion 
developed fires. 


First Reports Revised. 


The tremendous power of the 
bomb is believed to become effec- 
tive as it spreads away from the 
center. The battleship “Nevada, 
bull’s-eye for the mission, suffered 
less damage than others farther 
away. But first reports that it 
was virtually unharmed are now 
shown to be overly optimistic. 


A great slash marred its stern, 
where the blast, gathering force, 
had ripped by. Its bridge was 
battered and twisted, and nearly 
everything above decks toward 
the stern was jammed out of 
shape, 

Naval opinion was almost unan- 
imous that a manéuvering fleet— 
the ships, at least—could escape 
serious damage from an atomic 
bomb. Most admitted, however, 
that casualties among crew mem- 
bers would be high. 


Radioactivity aboard nearly all 
ships in the heart of the target 
area was sti!’ too high for humans 
to approach, Geiger counters, 
which record the output of the 
deadly rays, buzzed like hornets 
as observers approached the ships, 

The Sakawa, a_ well-armored 
ship, sank as salvage tugs stood 
helplessly by. Because of the high 
radioactivity, no man of the sal- 
vage crews dared set foot aboard 
it. The stern of the cruiser settled 
slowly, its nose came out of the 
water, and then it slid quietly 
into the waters of the lagoon. 

Navy men said the radioactiv- 
ity similarly would prevent sal- 
vage of vessels in actual combat, 
and many ships not irreparably 
damaged might be lost bécause no 
one dared touch them until too 
late. 

Submarine Beached. 


The submarine Skate, which 
was blasted as if from an internal 
explosion, had been in imminent 
danger of sinking, but salvage 
crews threw a line to it and 
beached it on the gently sloping 
sands of Bikini for later study. 

All fires in craft moored here 
were out, except for a minor blaze 
licking from the hangar decks 
of the burned-out Independence. 
Its flight deck was mangled from 
night-long explosions and fire. It 
was listing, and holes and bulges 


in its side showed the terrible 
beating it had taken.

What the concus- 
sion will do to the hulls of ships 
encased in incompressible water, 
is not predictable exactly, but 
general opinion is that the bot- 
toms will split under the hammer 
blows. 

With the exception of the Skate, 
the submarines took the fan- 
shaped concussion with little ap- 
parent damage, although the Apa- 
gon’s conning tower was dam- 
aged.

Skate Hardest Hit. — 


Blandy braved gamma radiation 
for a closeup view of heavy 
hulled Skate, hardest hit of the 
target ships. 

Blandy’s deputy for technical 
direction, R, Adm. W. 8S. Parsons, 
expressed belief the Skate was 
closest of all targets to the bomb 
burst. He ‘said it was subjected 
to more than 500 pounds pressure 
per square inch, 


The Skate was about 50 yards 
astern of the Nevada, 
The tower had been blasted 
overboard on the starboard side 
and the entire steel deck structure 
had been ripped open and mangled 
from bow to stern. The heavy 
steel beams had been twisted like 
taffy, exposing the hull to pres- 
sure. The hull seemed outwardly 
to be intact, but was bashed in 
several places. 
Blandy explained that modern 
submarines were capable of with- 
standing terrific pressures because 
the hulls necessarily ‘are thicker 
than those of any surface craft.

Sharing the rostrum with (Ches- 
ter Bowles, retiring stabilization 
director, he expressed confidence 
that “we will get the kind of price 
control that meets the specifica- 
tions laid down by the President.” 

Bowles, who resigned last week 
in protest over the OPA extension 
bill passed by Congress, told the 
OPA employes that “if we ever 
wanted vindication of what we 
have been fighting for, we got it 
today.” This apparently was a 
reference to reports of rising 
prices. 

Slaughter Controls, 


Porter told reporters OPA’s 
slaughter controls over non- 
federally inspected packing houses 
were still in effect. He said, how- 
ever, that OPA had not decided 
yet whether they are going to 
stay in force. 

The reason for the uncertainty 
is the Agriculture Department's 
decision to lift controls on feder- 
ally-inspected packing houses. 

Under the OPA program, which 
went into effect last spring, the 
number of hogs, cattle and 
calves individual non-federally in- 
spected plants may slaughter is 
limited to a certain percentage of 
the number they butchered in 
1945. These restrictions are de- 
signed to spread meat supplies 
more evenly. An executive order 
issued by President Truman gives 
OPA authority to maintain its 
slaughter controls. 

Small Calls For Controls. 

Asserting that inflation would 


‘delay industry's recovery, Civilian 


Production Administrator John D. 
Small called last night for "firm, 
fair and reasonable price con- 
trols.” 

Soaring prices would hurt pro- 
duction of needed goods, he said, 
since material would be hoarded 
and goods withheld from sale in 
expectation of higher prices later 


on. 

He said he soon would tighten 
inventory controls to prevent 
speculative hoarding, limit the ex- 
port of scarce goods, and bolster 
the priority system to insure that 
sellers co not squeeze priority 
holders out of the market by 
quoting them higher prices than 
ether buyers. 

The priority action, a CPA 
efficial said, will take the 
form first of a bar on price dis- 


.. crimination against any priority 


holder and, second, a provision 
that when a price is increased, a 
priority holder must be granted 
geven days—or some similar period 
-—in which to raise the money. 

The allocation of materials for 
the manufacture of clothing and 
other scarce items will be con- 
tinued, Small said, but the low- 
cost clothing programs are being 
studied to determine what changes 
must be made in view of the 
absence of price control. 

The National Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board announced, meantime, 
that it was discontinuing process- 
ing of wage increase cases, While 
OPA was in effect WSB passed 
on wage boosts to determine to 
what extent they could be con- 


' sidered by OPA for compensating 


price increases. 

The wage adjustment board, an 
agency of WSB which has been 
responsible for approving wage

Committee Chairman: Says 
Aldermen May Get Meas- 
ure Monday. 


The possibility that the city in- 
come tax bill will be reported out 
by the Aldermanic Ways and 
Means Committee at a meeting to- 
morrow at 2 p.m. and sent to the 
Board of Aldermen for considera- 
tion Monday was seen today by 
Alderman Charles G. Kratovil, 
chairman of the committee.

Nolte Agrees to Vote for

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment today approved an 
additional appropriation of $20,970 
for the operation of the Veterans’ 
Service Center for the last six 
months of this year. The appro- 
priation must be approved by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Comptroller Louis Nolte, afmem- 
ber of the board, agreed to vote 
for the action only at the urging 
of Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
Albert L. Schweitzer, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, the other 
two members of the estimate 
board. 

He had at first steadfastly in- 
sisted that an amendment must be 
included in the bill which would 
require the Community Chest to 
appropriate an equal amount for 
the support of the center before 
the city contributed its share. 

City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler presented figures to the 
board showing that the center re- 
quested a total of $95,098 for a 
full year’s operation this year. 
Half of the sum is to be con- 
tributed by the Community Chest, 
Stemmler said, leaving the city’s 
share $47,549. With $26,579 al- 
ready appropriated by the city, the 
$20,970 sum was needed to com- 
plete its appropriation. 

The War Chest, predecessor of 
the Community Chest, already has 
contributed $30,161 to the center 
for operations in the first six 
months, The Community Chest’s 
further contribution, sharing ex- 
penses evenly with the city, would 
be $17,388. Veterans’ Center offi- 
cials indicated a request for this 
amount would be sent the Com- 
munity Chest probably this week. 

Henry F. Chadeayne, a member 
of the center’s board of directors, 
and William K. Moors, center di- 
rector, represented the Veterans’ 
Center at the meeting today. They 
explained that the funds request- 
ed were for continued operations 
at the center and the addition of 
a vocational counseling service 
already approved by the center’s 
board. 

The St. Louis County Court was

BOOMING; PRICES 
ZOOMING IN COUNTY 


Most Buyers From St. Louis 
and Towns Where Selling 
Them Is Barred. 


Sales of fireworks are booming 
and prices are zooming in the un- 
incorporated areas of St. Louis 
county where there are no re- 
strictions on sale of explosives. 
Most of the buyers, merchants re- 
port, are persons from St. Louis 
and the principar suburban towns, 
where city ordinances .prohiibt 
sale or use of fireworks, 

County Clerk Maurice Dwyer 
told the Post-Dispatch today he 
had issued 30 merchant licenses 
to persons seeking to sell fire- 
works, but had turned down an 
even larger number of applicants 
who wanted to sell from tempo- 
rary sidewalk stands, Nine of 
the 30 licenses went to Frank 
Lewis, proprietor of the Pine 
Lawn Jewelry Co., 6207 Natural 
Bridge road, who has opened tem- 
porary stands in buildings on 
Natural Bridge and St. Charles 
roads, 

Many stores already established 
are selling fireworks, in addition 
to the 30 dealers who took out new 
licenses,, but no estimate of the 
total wag available. Dwyer pointed 
out that no special fireworks li- 
cense was required. Most estab- 
lishments selling fireworks are on 
principal traffic arteries leading 
out of the city. 

Strongest deterrent against use 
of fireworks appeared to be the 
prices being charged. Small pack- 
ages of firecrackers which used 
to cost a nickel are now selling 
for 40 cents — four times what 
they were last year; cap pistols 
which sold for $1.25 last year are 
now $6.75 and up, and skyrockets 
once 20 cents now go for $2.50 
each. Lewis said, however, that 
business at his stands was 80 
brisk that he “could hardly keep 
up with it.”

Smith said the union ts demand- 
ing wage increases of 10 to 12 
cents an hour, paid holidays, 12 
days vacation with pay and a 
union shop contract. Smith said 
the firm’s no strike bonus offer, 
when distributed among the ap- 
proximately 1350 employes at the 
plant, would amount to about $34 
per person per year, or a wage 
increase of about one and one- 
half*cents an hour. 

A company spokesman said 
Monsanto has offered maintain- 
ance of union membership, dues 
checkoff, promotions on a basis 
of plant seniority and wage ad- 
justments.

er Testimony on IIli- 
nois Firms. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
An accountant told the Senate 
War Investigating Committee to- 
day that four men voted them- 
selves salaries totaling $1,380,120 
in a 42-month period as officers of 
a maze of firms handling war 
contracts, 


“This is war profiteering at its 
worst,” exclaimed Chairman Mead 
(Dem.), New York, after heariag 
the testimony by Edward Schaefer, 
chief government accountant in 
Chicago. The committee is in- 
vestigating the war profits of 19 
Illinois concerns’ forming what 
Mead has described as a “sprawl- 
ing paper empire.” 


Schaefer testified the salary 
figures ‘were culled from the 
records of the nineteen firms in 
which the four had an interest. 
He said they showed these totals: 

A. B. Gellman, $505,709; Joseph 
T, Weiss, $484,705; Henry M. Gars- 
son, $228,000; Murray W, Garsson, 
$161,666. 

In addition, Rae Weiss, mother 
of Joseph Weiss and Gellman’s 
mother-in-law, was reported to 
have received salaries totaling 
$142,671, while Bertha Gellman, 
wife of A. B. Gellman, was listed 
for $148,738. The figure for Jo- 
seph F. -Greeman, Washington 
representative of the companies, 
was set at $113,625 for the period 
from: the beginning of 1942 
through June, 1945, 

Schaefer did not have the fig- 
ures after payment of taxes. 

Mead angrily declared that the 
figures disclosed “an evil pro- 
cedure that must not be tolerated, 
and should not have been toler- 
ated. For one man to make so 
much while so many were making 
sacrifices is despicable. 

“This is more ttre the leader 
of the United States, the com- 
mander in chief of. the Army and 
Navy, is paid. This committee is 
determined to find ways of pre- 
venting such a sordid story from 
ever again being written.” 

Testimony on Operation of Firm. 

Schaefer testified the Elgin firm 
rented a factory from the Illinois 
Watch Case Co, under an arrange- 
ment by which the latter would 
receive 2 per cent of the cost of 
the Government purchases as rent, 
plus $120,000 for reconversion upon 
expiration of the contracts. 

The accountant added that $683,- 
750 was paid for rent. The Illinois 
Watch Case Co., Inc., he said, is 
owned by Gellman and Weiss. 
Schaefer testified Gellman also is 
president and Weiss is treasurer 
of the Erie Basin Metal Products, 
Inc. 

Gellman and Weiss joined the 
two Garssons, Schaefer continued, 
to form the Erie Basin firm, which 
absorbed a New York corporation 
of the same name organized only 
five years earlier. 

Formation of the New York 
corporation coincided with re- 
ceipts by H. M. Garsson of a 
government letter of intent order- 
ing, on behalf of the Chemical 
Warfare service, $2,290,000 worth 
of mortar shells. 

Col. Harry B. Lebicker, former 
chief of the Chicago Procurement 
District, was asked for an ex- 
planation of how and why the 
contracts were awarded. 

Reply on Awarding of Contracts. 

Lebicker said “subordinates” in- 
formed him that the company 
would be able to make shell cas- 
ings and a contract was then 
signed. He said Erie had begun 
purchase of machinery for the 
work from the Interstate Machi- 
nery Co., Inc., of Chicago, which, 
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testimony revealed, was a corpor- 
ation also completely owned by 
Gellman and Weiss and their 
families. 

Brig. Gen. Paul C. English, re- 
tired, former chief of the Indus- 
trial Division of the Chemical 
Warfare Service told the commit- 
tee that he never “would have 
done business” with Henry and 
Murray Garsson if he had known 
their backgrounds, 

Senator Ferguson Sey Michi- 
gan, maintained the Erié Corpora- 
tion was not adequately investi- 
gated. English pounded the table 
and said, “I was fightMng a war. 
I was trying to get shells.” 

Records on Garsson Brothers, 

Committee Counsel George 
Meader yesterday introduced rec- | 
ords purporting to show that Mur- | 
ray Garsson twice went through 
bankruptcy proceedings and that 
his brother was discharged as a 
Federal Revenue agent in connec- 
tion with a case in which he was 
acquitted of extortion. 

Meader had English read into 
the record a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation report which related 
that Murray Garsson had taken a 
personal hand in attempting to 
solve the Lindbergh kidnaping. 
The report said that the FBI re- 
ceived information that Garsson 
“was connected with Dutch 
Schultz (the racketeer) in pur- 
chasing a brewery” in New York.

Truman took as the central 
theme of his veto the contention’ 
that Taft's amendment would 
cause “spectacular increases” in 
the prices of manufactured goods.

The present uncertainty over the 
fate of OPA, he disclosed, was 
holding up debt reduction from

| While conceding that such a sum 
might be excessive in peacetime, 
he pointed out use of this fund for 
debt retirement now would add to 
inflationary pressures.

He said 
that while the Treasury was not 
opposing this bill, it made several 
proposals so that the payment 
could be more easily absorbed in 
the Treasury’s present program 
and at the same time lessen the 
inflationary effect this year.

Relief and Meat Prices. 


The Government had planned to 
make more than _ 1,500,000,000 
pounds of meat available to short- 
age areas this year, Foreign coun- 
tries that pay for their own sup- 
plies and UNRRA—the relief 
agency which supplies impover- 
ished nations—had agreed to take 
that amount of meat at ceiling 
prices. 


There is a question, officials 
said, whether foreign buyers will 
be willing to pay higher prices. 

A similar situation exists with 
regard to wheat. This country 
has committed itself to make 250,- 
000,000 bushele of wheat from the 
1946 supply available to shortage 
areas. The Agriculture Depart- 
ment had instituted a requisition- 
ing program to get. that amount 
at ceiling prices. 


The requisitioning program was 
suspended yesterday pending out- 
come of the price control contro- 
versy.-If price controls are not 
re-established, this country would 
have to arrange to buy the export 
wheat at whatever price it could 
get in the open market. 


May Resell Milk Products. 


Officials said there is more like- 
lihood that foreign countries 
would be more willing to pay in- 
creased prices for wheat than for 
meat, because the grain provides 
lower cost food than meats. 


Officials said UNRRA’s ability 
to provide foreign relief might be 
reduced considerably if price con- 
trols are not reinstated, because 
its limited funds would not buy as 
much in the American market. 

There is a question whether for- 
eign countries would be willing to 
pay increased prices for the dairy 
products which manufacturers are 
now required to set aside for Gov- 
ernment purchase. Officials said 
that if foreign buyers do not want 
these products the Government 
would sell them to civilian distrib- 
utors in this country:

W. H. P. Blandy, task 
force commander at Bikini, said 
today that while the bomb was a 
normal Nagasaki-type atomic 
bomb, it proved “somewhat less 
powerful” than the one exploded 
over Nagasaki last August. He 
said the Bikini bomb was more 
powerful than either the New 
Mexico or the Hiroshima bombs.) 


Other Senators said no tests on 
water could measure the deadly 
effect of bombs on cities and in- 
dustrial establishments. 

They pointed out that city 
buildings and factories “can’t ab- 
sorb the shock” which can be 
withstood by water-borne. craft 
capable of rolling w‘th the blast. 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, a ranking member of the 
Senate committee, warned that 
“people better not be lulled into 
a false sense of security.” 

He pointed out that the mid- 
air detonation was intended pri- 
‘marily to provide data on deadly 
rays. 

“Until we know what has hap- 
pened along this line we are in 

» position to judge the effective- 
ness of the bomb against a Navy,” 
Johnson said. 

Senator Huffman (Dem.), Ohio, 
who had asked for indefinite post- 
ponement of the air and surface 
drops, and Senator Millikin 
(Rep.), Colorado, urged that judg- 
ment be withheld until the next 
test involving explosion > an 
atomic bomb under water. | 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
was one who thought results thus 
far reported “somewhat disap- 
‘pointing,” but he observed that 
the build-up given the experiment 
may have led many persons to ex- 
pect too much.

“There will still be navies in the 
foture,” and “heavily built and 
heavily armored ships are difficult 
to sink unless they sustain under- 


water damage.” . 

He added in the informal ques- 
tion-and-answer session aboard 
the flagship Mount McKinley the 
hope that “the American Navy 
will continue to be the most effi- 
cient, the most modern and the 
most powerful in the world.” 


Heavy ships in Bikini’s target 
fleet sustained “relatively unim- 
portant” damage and apparently 
still are operable, he said, after the 
atomic ‘bomb blast that sank five 
vessels and damaged 31. 


Forrestal made it clear that his 
comments were drawn from early 
observations, and “it is too early 
to draw specific conclusions.” 


One questioner pointed out that 
many observers had been disap- 
pointed in the atomic blast as a 
spectacle. 

“Final results,” the Secretary re- 
plied, “will have to be determined 
—only after a complete examina- 
tion.” 

Responding to another question, 
on Army-Navy merger proposals, 
Forrestal said the Navy always has 
believed there must be unity of 
command in the field of opera- 
tions, : 

He informed ‘his interviewers 
that he plans a tour of Oriental 
bases, and possibly may follow 
thig with a trip around the world. 

Forrestal asked that opinions on 
the relative strength of the atomic 
blast be “held in abeyance” until 
all information can be compiled. 

Brig. Gen. Roger M. Ramey, 
Crossroads air force commander, 
said in a radio address that the 
atomic bomb drop “was a com- 
plete and unqualified success” 
but stressed that the air force 
mission was “by no means a test 
of airpower against the Navy.” 

“Tt is not destruction that we 
of the air forces are primarily 
concerned with,” he said. “Our 
primary task has been to demon- 
strate the flexibility of air power 
and atomic power. We have 
demonstrated that flexibility.” 


3-DEPARTMENT SUPPLY BILL

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)—A

They 
were apparently drawn up in an 
attempt to — the U.N. Atomic 
Energy Commission begin work 
on certain fundamental principles 
to which both the United States 
and Russia might agree. 

The subcommittee, whose chair- 
man is Evatt, and which includes 
representatives of France, Mexico, 
the United States, Great Britain, 
and Russia met in secret session 
for the second day to discuss the 
Australian plan. 

In general, Evatt’s proposal fol- 

lowed the United States’ plan for 
atomic 
activities under an international 
authority backed by effective 
sanctions against violators. 
. But it bypassed a central point 
in the American plah to which 
Russia has objected—abolition of 
the veto so far as global atomic 
enforcement machinery is con- 
cerned. The Evatt plan, however, 
agreed in gemeral with this coun- 
try’s insistence that some such 
machinery must be put into opera- 
tion before the United States can 
be expected to scrap its own atom 
bombs, . i 

Russia has proposed as a “pri- 
mordial” step thesconclusion of an 
international treaty binding all 
signatories to destroy their atomic 
weapons three months after it 
goes into effect. 

Evatt presented his six-point 
plan as a basis for the subcom- 
mittee’s work as the group held 
its first meeting behind closed 
doors. A communique summarized 
the plan as follows: 

1, Promulgation of a “single 
international instrument” which 
would provide for control and 
development of atomic energy 
through “an international atomic 
development authority .. . with 
wide discretionary powers.” An 
“essential” part of the plan 
would be “undertakings by mem- 
ber nations not to use atomic 
energy for purposes of war.” 
The several parts of the plan 
would “come into effective oper- 
ation under terms and condi- 
tions wh‘'ch are just and equit- 
able. #. .” | 

2. Vesting in the international 
authority of “all necessary 
rights in the relevant raw ma- 
terials, processes, plants and the 
products of plants.” | 

3. Establishment of “an effec- 
tive systerh .. . for preventing 
breaches of the agreed restric- 
tions and controls.” _ 

4. Requirement that the in- 


mote and carry out plans for 
the development of atomic en- 
ergy for peaceful purposes.” 

5. Free exchange through “in- 
terchange of personnel and 
through open publication” of.

What private in- 
dustry can do, and do well, it should do. What 
it cannot do at all, or cannot do well enough, 
or will not do, public enterprise should do. 

There are certain positive advantages in a 
mixture of private and public enterprise. Pri- 
vate enterprise, at its best, can set the standard 
for initiative, drive and flexibility. Public en- 
terprise can keep private enterprise on its toes, 
help by example and competition to give private 
companies a sense of social responsibility, and 
develop means of regulating them.

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Test in Poland 


Poland’s first balloting in 11 years, on Sun- 
day, ostensibly was a struggle between the Com- 
munist-supported Government of Socialist Pre- 
mier Osubka-Morawski to abolish, and the Peas 
ant party of Vice Premier Mikolajezyk to retain, 
the Polish Senate. That matter, however, is of 
secondary importance. Actually the referendum 
was a test by which it may be determined 
whether the Osubka-Morawski Government can 
get by with phony national elections if they are 
held this year in accordance with the Potsdam 
agreement. o: whether Mikolajczyk can bring 
enough pressure to bear to discourage an un- 
mitigated fraud. 

Some of the merits on the opposing sides in 
Poland are sadly mixed. There is little doubt 
that: units of the Peasant party have compro- 
mised themselves by becoming involved in acts 
of terrorism, There is one point unmixed and 
clear: that Mikolajezyk and his Peasant party 
command an imposing segment—competent ob- 
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servers say an overwhelming majority—of the 
11,000,000 registered voters. 

If the returns that come out of Warsaw from 
Sunday’s referendum are doctored against the 
Peasant party—as it seems virtually certain they 
will be—it will be idle to look for a national 
election later which will satisfy the Potsdam 
agreement or constitute more than a cynical 
mockery of representative government.

unity or bankruptcy, 

Chiang Kai-shek’s Government does not seem, 
however, to be taking a very realistic view of 
its obligations, as long as its official organ, the 
Central Daily News, in Nanking, can call for an 
all-out effort “to put an end to the Communist 
rebels” and declare “we do not want to hear of 
more bargaining demands.” 

These are not words of reasonableness and 
peace, but of intransigence and war. Unity is 
not to be attained in China by putting an end 
to the. Chinese Communists, first because the 
Nationalist Government is not strong enough to 
do it, and second because even if it were strong 
enough, the popular aims for which the Chinese 
Communists fight woyld still live on. 

Chiang’s Government should, instgad, be mak- 
ing the transition from one-party government 
to representative government which the father 
of the new China, Dr. Sun Yat-sen, envisioned. 
In the course of the war, the Kuomintang be- 
came one of the most graft-ridden governments 
in the world. 

It is still rotten to the core, as evidenced by 
the rice scandal now being aired in Shanghai— 
two billion Chinese dollars intended to bring in 
new food stocks actually used, according to the 
charges, to corner the rice market and hoard 
the crop for higher prices. The grafters around 
Chiang who are enriching themselves out of 
the suffering of the Chinese people are not go- 
ing to give up their power without the hardest 
kind of fight. Chiang is not making the hardest 
kind of fight to compel them to do so. 

Friends of China in the United States and 
elsewhere are looking to him and expecting a 
much more earnest effort than he has yet made 
to widen the Government to include all parties, 
including the Chinese Communists; to adopt a 


republican constitution; and to bring representa- — 


tive government to China from Nanking to the 
smallest village. 
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Our Smug Insularity 

It is not enough for the United States to sit 
back piously bemoaning the plight of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of displaced persons and 
the even larger number of the oppressed minori- 
ties of Europe. When sympathy js not genuine 
enough to inspire action, it sours into hypocrisy. 

Fortunately, in this instance, there is an 
avenue by which compassion can be translated 
into action. The present immigration law gives 
various countries of the Eastern Hemisphere an 
annual quota of immigrants based on the num- 
ber of natives of each country resident in the 
United States in 1924. During the war years, 
however, immigration from all countries fell to 
a mere trickle. The law, does not permit a carry- 
over of quotas, but there is no reason why 
Congress should not pass a special act to make 
the quotas of the war years retroactive. 

To the contrary. There is every reason why 
Congress should do this. The primary reason 
is the impulse of humanity, but there are eco- 
nomic reasons, too. In Alaska alone, 500,000 
square miles of territory, an area as large as all 
Scandinavia but richer in agricultural and 
natural resources, beckon for settlement. Half 
that much land is yet available for homestead- 
ing in the continental United States. Only a part 
of the immigrants would go into farming, but 
the rest would make their contribution to busi- 
ness, industry and the professions. 

As late as 1907 the United States admitted 
more than a million and a quarter immigrants 
in one year. Is it possible that conditions have 
changed so in two generations that we cannot 
admit an average of 150,000 immigrants a year? 
Certainly not. The immigration law, as it is 
now written and administered, reflects not sound 
social and economic policy, but merely a smug 
insularity. It is a queer attitude indeed for a 
nation half of whose adult population have at 
least one foreign-born grandparent. 
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A Constant Claim for FEPC 


Congressional. inaction left the Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Committee not in death but in a 
coma, for most members concede that the FEPC 
will be an issue again in 1947. So it must be, be- 
cause the five-year tenure of this agency saw 
the greatest advance in practical tolerance that 
history has recorded for the United States. 

During the war, acceptance of Negroes in in- 
dustrial jobs increased more than in the preced- 
ing 85 years, according to authorities in the field 
But of late, with the FEPC fading, discriminatory 
practices have been revived viciously, and Ne- 
groes have new cause to remember their old and 
bitter slogan: “Last to be hired, first to be 
fired.” 7 

Such economic discrimination, which hits mi- 
norities where the bruises become most visible, 
is no respecter of single minorities. The Bureau 
on Jewish Employment Problems in Chicago re- 
ports a 93 per cent increase in complaints of 
discrimination by Jews over last year Yet in 
New York, where a State anti-discrimination law 
is in successful ‘operation, the number of com- 
plaints is declining steadily. 

These concrete facts argue for resuscitation 
of FEPC for the nation, and so does the final 
report of the ‘six FEPC members to President 
Truman- They note the loss of wartime gains 
of Negro, Mexican-American and Jewish work- 
ers. They warn .that this relapse cannot fail 
to cause civic discord, and to be a source of em- 
barrassment in our international relations. 

When the rest of the world looks at America, 
it can see evidence that undermines our profes- 
sion of democratic principles. But for ourselves 
alone, we must remember that intolerance is not 
a logical viewpoint. It is a dangerous sentiment 
with unlimited objectives, and its first few tor- 
tured victims are no indication of where it will 
end or who may eventually be trapped by its 
humiliation. 
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Passes a Test 


Televising of Louis-Conn fight received universally favorable com- 
ment from viewers, writer says; broadcast was carried in four cit- 
of ies; success was defeat for television debunkers and spur to receiv- 
ing-set production; audience is eager for general use of medium.

The Louis-Conn fight served to reassure 
television proponents that virtually every- 
thing they have been saying about sight- 
and-sound broadcasts can stand up under a 
broad public test. What is more impor- 
tant, it proved to a large and influential 
audience that the industry has reached a 
level of technical development well past 
the experimental stage. 

Comment following the show was univer- 
sally favorable, whether from “veteran” 
viewers of television shows or from those 
who were seeing their first video broadcast. 
Adverse criticism was concerned, mostly 
with superficial considerations and not 
with the working of the equipment itself. 


One thing is certain. If the show had 
flopped the cries of disappointment would 
have reverberated from one end of the 
country to the other. 


As it worked out, it was something of a 
set-back for television’s debunkers as well 
as for those who, in the absence of wide- 
spread proof, have innocently or by de 
sign spread confusion among the general 
public. 


An Impressive Performance 


Of course, television will not provide a 
Louis-Conn fight every night. But the show 
made many persons realize that there are 
enough events of interest to warrant their 
having a set at home, even though pro- 
grams for regular shows are still largely 
in an experimental stage. 

The National Broadcasting Co. can take 
a deep bow for, itself. Operating under 
rather rugged conditions, at night and in 


' the open, it provided an uninterrupted, well 


organized demonstration. 

Reports from Washington said that the 
pictures were clear and that officials see- 
ing the fight were impressed by the dem- 
onstration. The broadcast was picked up 
by DuMont, Philco and General Electric 
Co. in Washington, Philadelphia and Sche- 
nectady, N. Y., respectively. 


On the receiving end some notable 
achievements were recorded. N.B.C. had 24 
sets operating on one antenna at its stu- 
dios, and there was genera] agreement that 
reception was good. 


Viewtone Co. had 14 sets operating in 


the Park Central Hotel on an antenna that 
was set up on the day of the fight. After 


some difficulty resulting from the haste . 


with which the antenna was installed, the 
reception settled down and was clear 
throughout the main event. 


s‘How Soon?” Is Question 


Telicon Corp. gave its intravideo antenna 
system a minor trial with four receivers 
on one line, In addition, it had two more 
sets in its laboratories, one of them an ex- 
perimental rectangular tube 15 inches wide. 
DuMont provided receiving sets at its fac- 
tories for more than a thotsand of its em- 
ployes. No mention was heard of a prob- 
lem that had been a major concern of man- 
ufacturers—ghost images. 


On the whole, the reaction proved to set 
manufacturers that the television market 
will spread like a grass fire as more and 
more sets are demonstrated, They listened 
with satisfaction to a question asked fre- 
quently after the show: “How soon can we 
get one and how much?” 


In some circles it was felt that the dem- 
onstration was the spur the industry has 
needed to get it started producing receiv 
ers. The giants in the industry have been 
singularly vague about their production 
plans, perhaps not wishing to arouse any 
false hopes. 


The analogy between the Louis-Conn and 
Dempsey-Carpentier fights in relation to 
television and radio, respectively, has been 
drawn, And the television industry is won- 
dering whether the recent event will touch 
off a similar prosperity for the new medi- 
um,

ITH President Truman's veto 

of the extremely poor OPA 

bill which, however, the legis- 
lative leaders said was the best 
they could get—we are faced with 
a situation which, I think, will very 
soon bring home to us just what 
Chester Bowles and the OPA really 
did for us in our daily lives, The 
people who live on fixed income 
and the poorer groups are, of 
course, those who will suffer most. 
It was to be expected that the 
veto would be sustained by Con- 
gress. What has really happened, 
of course, is that e pressures 
brought upon individual Congress- 


- men by various interests have been 


greater than the pressure of the 
public as a whole. The latter pres- 
sure is always a little further away, 
since it cannot really register until 
election day. The other groups 
send individuals who actually live 
in Washington and see the Con- 
gressmen day in and day out. They 
present their arguments well. The 
public 1s more or less inarticulate. 

There are also groups who do 
not get together, even though their 
interests should be closely allied, 
and so you find them lined up on 
opposite sides in this type of ques- 
tion, For instance, labor sees little 
connection between the fact that 
the farmers, until recently, received 
no rise in price for their milk and 
yet had to pay far higher costs 
for labor and, for whatever ma- 
terials went into production. A 


better understanding of the inter- 


locking of farm and labor interests, 
and better co-ordination between 
them, is one of the vital things 
which must happen in this country 
if we are to have intelligent public 
understanding of the problems of 
the future. 

Now we face a rise in prices 
and, I suppose, as a consequence, 
a new series of strikes’ by all 
those who are able to strike, Un- 
fortunately, 
will suffer the most are quite un- 
able to strike, since they are un- 
organized.

And with Mr. Bowles’s resignation 


many of those who‘ 


from the post of stabilization di- 
rector, a fine, public servant is 
also lost, one whom we could trust 
to work in our interest. 

If my readers have never read 
Mr. Bowles's book “Tomorrow 
Without Fear,” I hope they will 
get it now and read it. We are 
facing a period when fear is going 
to meet us on many sides. And 
one of Mr. Bowles’s statements in 
this book is going to be vitally 
important to remember: “I do not 
see how any one can fail to see 
the tragic fact that where we 
have failed in the past has been 
through fear, and that if we are 
not to fail in the future, we must 
conquer fear.” 

The period before us is going 
to require courage. This book will 
help you to see the problem as a 
whole. Look at the chart on Page 
7. The chapter, “An Inventory of 
America, 1940,” is worth. deep con- 
sideration. And perhaps you can 
get a determination to achieve the 
ends which Mr. Bowles argues for 
and which he shows us are 
possible, if you look back with 
him and accept his remedies and 
work for them.

OPA END COSTS DAIRY MEN 
$2,000,000 A DAY SUBSIDIES 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
Dairy farmers are losing $2,000,- 
000 a day in subsidy payments 
with the lapse of the Office of 
Price Administration, Charles W. 
Holman, secretary of the National 
Co-operative Milk Producers’ Fed- 
eration, said yesterday, but they 
do not want price controls back. 

He asserted that there will be 
“no runaway markets” in dairy 
products, 

“Termination of subsidies by 
presidential veto,” he said, “has 
caused a movement for milk price 
increases from Texas through the 
South and over the entire Eastern 
seaboard—but solely to compen- 
sate for the loss of subsidies. The 
Administration previously had 
pledged price increases if subsi- 
dies were removed.”

His Job Dreamof Every Boy 


Even Many Men Look Longingly at 


IRE CHIEF FRANK 

EGENREITHER is what 

every boy, at some stage of 
his boyhood, aspires to be, and 
what a lot of men never quite 
get over wishing they had 
been. While the job of fire 
chief is not the endless roynd 
of excitement and adventure 
which boys and fire buffers 
might hope it is, it neverthe- 
less has many of the elements. 
In Egenreither’s office are 
radiophones and alarm sys- 
tems which keep him in touch 
with everything that is going 
on at all fire stations at all 
hours,. He has an alarm in his 
bedroom at home, and he goes 
to every fire of two alarms 
or more, day or night, winter 


who is equally 

in fire fighting 
circles as “Buck,” has been 
answering alarms since 1915 
when he was 24 years old and 
decided he wanted some kind 
of work that provided steadier 
employment than shoe fac 
tories. His father, his five 
brothers and his sisters worked 
in shoe factoriés, and he had 
been working in shoe factories 
since he left the eighth grade, 
In those days it was not un- 
common to be laid off for as 
much as three months out of 
the year. This was something 
of a hardship, so when young 
Egenreither saw an advertise- 
ment announcing examinations 
were to be given to young men 
aspiring to be policemen and 
firemen, he chose the latter, 
took the examination and fin- 
ished fifth among 1500 appli- 
cants, 

He had no-intention of re- 
maining a rookie, He didn’t 
know whether he would ever 
get to be chief or not, but he 
certainly intended to try. “A 
fireman who doesn’t want to 
advance,” he says, “isn’t much 
of a fireman.” This is exactly 
what he tells all new men who 
come on the force. He got 
hold of all the reading materi- 
al he could find on the subject 
of fighting fires and set out 
to improve himself and his 
status. When there was an 
opening for a lieutenant he 
took the examination and 
won the promotion. That was 
in 192lr .In 1926 he became 
a captain, in 1931 a battalion 
chief, in 1982 deputy chief, 
But in 1933, when the Demo- 
crats came along, he was re- 
duced to captain where he 
stayed until: 1942 when the 
‘Republicans came back and 
rescued him. He was deputy 
chief when, in 1943, Chief 
Joseph Morgan lost his life 
fighting a fire. A few months 
later Egenreither, was made 
chief, 

The office he occupies on the 
fourth floor at City Hall is a 
large, rectangular room 
reached through two even larg- 
er ante-rooms. It has a sort 
of last-century air about it, 
enhanced no little by the huge, 
ornately framed painting of 
Henry Clay Sexton, St. Louis’s 
first paid fire chief who held 
forth about the time of the 
Civil War. In the center of 
the room is a long director’s 
table flanked by a dozen old 
fashioned, light oak chairs 
with high backs. The chief 
works on this table, as well as 
on the roll top desk behind, 
which is laden down with three 
telephones, inter-office com- 


munication equipment and the

At 55 the chief is in excel- 
lent health, the result of an 
active life, and still has all his 
own teeth. He is five feet 10 
and one-half inches tall and 
weighs 197 pounds, This fig- 
ure is about 12 pounds over 
his accustomed weight. He ac- 
quired the extra poundage 
when he slowed down on hand- 
ball playing. He used to be 
an avid handball player, but 
decided it was a little stren- 
uous for a man past 50, so 
he plays infrequently now. He 
has silver gray hair, black and 
bushy eyebrows, rather pierc- 
ing dark eyes, a prominent 
nose and a firm mouth and 
chin. He wears, at this time 
of year, a white shirt with 
black tie, dark blue uniform 
trousers and a uniform cap 
with white crown. On his 
shirt is his badge which is 
extremely handsome as badges 
g0. Made of solid gold, it has 
a large diamond in the cen- 
ter. It was given him by “the 
boys” when he became chief. 
He doesn’t know how many 
carats the diamond is, but his 
wife is always kidding him 
about giving her the diamond 
and keeping the badge for 
himself, He used to be a little 
careless about the badge, un- 
til he lost it one day at a 
luncheon at a hotel. That 
afternoon a Negro porter asked 
to see him. He held out the 
badge and said, “Boss, you 
might be wantin’ to use this 
thing again.” Now he has two 
safety clasps on it.

The chief’s red car is kept/ 
at the tools and engine house 
at Twelfth and Spruce streets. 
When a two or more alarm is 
sounded, it is received, of 
course, both at the chief’s of- 
fice and the tool and engine 
house. The driver speeds 
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which keeps him informed 
while he is driving, and the 
alarm in his bedroom keeps 
him informed at night. His 
wife often doesn’t even know, 
any more, when he has an- 
swered an alarm at night, un- 
Jess he has forgotten his keys 
and has to wake her up to get 


in,

Egenreither is known as a 
man who gets right into the 
thick of things if the situation 
demands. He never asks his 
men to do what he wouldn't 
do. He refuses to elaborate on 
this, simply saying, “I prefer 
to go in myself and call them 
in, rather than drive them in.” 
He refuses also to talk about 
narrow escapes, insisting 
they’re merely part of a fire- 
man’s job. In 1920 one of his 
brothers, William, joined the 
force, was killed less than a 
year later when a burning 
building collapsed. 

‘The chief has 960 people 
working under him. There are 
43 engine companies and 23 
hook and ladder companies. 
Now that equipment may soon 
be obtainable again, he hopes 


to replace some of the more ~ : 


ancient equipment with mod- 
ern stuff. If he buys seven 
new pieces each year until 
1950, he will have nothing more 
than 20 years old, which is a 
high standard. 

The job has a lot of head- 
aches, but the biggest is, as al- 
ways, false alarms. During the 
past two years they have in- 
creased greatly—an aspect of 
the rise in juvenile delinquency, 
Virtually all offenders are 
youngsters and nowadays they 
start as early as five years of 
age. It is Egenreither’s policy 
to have the offenders brought 
to him. He gives them a talk 
explaining the dangers of false 
alarms, how a false alarm 
leaves a district unprotected, 
and so forth. He takes them 
to the alarm room to show 
them how the system works, 
shakes hands and asks for 
their co-operation. If it hasn't 
. reduced the trouble, at least, he 
says, he has never had the 
same offender twice. 


Egenreither has, of course, 
worked with horse-drawn as 
well as motorized equipment. 
Soon after he joined the force 
he substituted for several 
months at one of the early mo- 
torized stations. When he went 
back to the horse station he 
couldn’t take it. He went to 
the chief and asked to be put 
back on a motorized squad. For 
the next 10 years he was mo- 
torized, then he got promoted 
and sent to another station and 
found himself back with the 
horses again. It was during 
this period that he made a 
prophetic remark, They were 
galloping to a fire and @ mo- 
torized unit from a station 
much farther away was about 
to pass them. His driver started 
laying on the whip. “Don’t 
whip the horses,” Egenreither 
said. “They’re gonna pass us 
anyhow. They’ll always pass 
us.” Just the same he has a 
nostalgic feeling for the old 
horse days, “The horses were 
good company to have around,” 
he says, “You miss ’em.”

It would be captious indeed ‘to 
criticize West too harshly for 
doubling six hearts, his holdnig 
being what it was. Nevertheless 
the fact remains that since he 
was playing against an expert 
South, he might well have bid six 
spades as an insurance measure.” 
It was not to be cer- 
tainly, that after South had 
opened with a two-bid, North- 
South would be defending when 
they overcalled five spades, and 
with all the high honor cards in 
West's hand, it was entirely ob 
vious that they must be bidding 
on terrific distributional values,
